NEEDED. 


There are some things without 
which we ean get along if we must, 
but which we hope will prove econo- 
mical and advantageous in the end, if 
money is expended for them now. 
In order to do any line of new work, 
a certain amount of experimentation 
is necessary and money is needed to 
earry it on. Certain lines of work 
should be followed out here in our 
School and we wish very much for 
funds to help us to do this. 


There are many young men and 
women who graduate from Normal 
School and who would like to take a 
special course in the training of de- 
fectives (for the demand for properly 
equipped teachers is constantly grow- 
ing), but they cannot afford to pay for 
it after the long drain of «a Normal 
Course. We need at least six scholar- 
ships next year. This means that 
someone who has the means should 
give us the money. $35.00 will give a 
scholarship. Two of our friends have 
already promised to give $35.00 each 


to provide two scholarships for 1906, 
provided we get three more. Who 
will give them? A gift of $600.00 will 
perpetually provide a_ scholarship. 
Will you give all or part of it? 

We want very much to continue our 
investigations in speech defects but 
we should have someone who ean give 
her whole time to the details of this 
work. There is no doubt but thata 
large percentage of our girls and boys 
with defective speech can be improved 
very greatly. It will take $500.00 a 
year to do this work properly. It 
does not require elaborate apparatus 
but an earnest woman working under 
proper direction. Every year’s work 
will count. Who will provide the 
necessary money to begin the work 
in September? 


EXPERIMENTS. 


On April 25th we clipped the ends 
of the bloom clusters on a number of 
currant bushes leaving an equal nun- 
ber unclipped so as to make a fair 
comparison. The bushes were about 
of equal size and were all three-year- 
old plants. 

As the ends of each cluster die be- 
fore the currants are properly formed, 
it has been claimed that the clipping 
of these ends while the flowers are in 
bloom would send that strength into 
the remaining currants of the cluster. 
Our experiment gave us an average 
gain of 33-502. of currants for each 
bush, but the inerease in size and ap- 
pearance of the currants on the clipped 
clusters would have much increased 
the market value if they had been 
sold, so that the time required to do 
the clipping or pinching was more 
than paid for. 
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On June 18th we found at the stable 
a ‘‘bran new’’ donkey colt, whieh was 
promptly named

THE TRAINING SCHOOL 








SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL 
MEETING. 


The Association of the New Jersey 
Training School held its Seventeenth 
Annual Meeting on Wednesday, June 
14th. The day was an ideal one and 
members and friends crowded the 
grounds from early to late. 

During the exercises in the after- 
noon the auditorium of Garrison Hall 
was overcrowded and long before the 
time for the program to begin there 
was left nothing but standing room. 

The business meeting of the Asso- 
ciation was held at 10.30 A. M. At 
this time the report of the Board of 
Directors was presented to the Asso- 
ciation. This report was made by the 
President, Hon. Philip P. Baker, who 
called attention to the great need of 
a larger endowment fund so that we 
may better carry out lines of much 
needed work. 

The Lady Visitors were ‘‘commend- 
ed for their fidelity and the spirit in 
which they make their visits. This 
spirit which pervades our School has 
its effect upon the pupils and their 
happiness everywhere apparent is the 
result of continuous effort to advance, 
and the certainty of appreciation of 
their effort when it is made.”’ 

The report spoke of the improve 
ments during the past year and of the 
likelihood of more provision being 
needed for the children now waiting 
to be received. 

In speaking of the workings of the 
school it says, ‘‘The various depart- 
ments are performing increasingly 
good service. Detailed information 
eoncerning them will be found in the 
report of the Superintendent. The 
various lines of departmental work, 
the daily executive meetings, the sum- 
mer school for public school teachers 
and the training school for nurses, 
show decided progress in this insti- 
tution, which we know is so near to 
the hearts of you all.’
